California's mineral industry is

in an exceptionally healthy con-

ditlon, according to a report just

issued by the North American
Bond and Mortgage Company,
which predicted the state's total
output thig year would have a value
of approximately $460,000,000, with
Southern  California <ontributing
the bulk of the total.

The production last year, the re-
port digclosed;, was valued at $4384,-
519,660, representing an increase of
159 percent over 1924, The in-
dustry in all branches, the survey
revealed, has operated consistently
at slightly higher than 1926 values
during the course of the current
year.

Los Angeles County led the state
in mineral production in 1925, with

dan output valued at $198,180,000, or
44 percent of the California total,
Kern County occupled second place
with a total of $89,400,726, while
Orange County ranked third with
$49,104,490. The greater portion of
the values in the leading counties
was represented by petroleum,
Petroleum  headed the mineral
list, the output having a value of
$330,609,829, Next in order were

cement, $25,048,385; miscellandous
stone, $17,409,854; natural gas,
$15,800,082; and gold, - $18,085,380.

All previous records were shat-
tered by the output of unmanufac-
tured -clay, gypsum and soda, ac-
cording to the report which was

issued hy Gilbert H, Beesemyer.
Gypsum, because of its wide use
as a bullding material, registered
the greatest percentage of increase
in both value and gunantity, accord-
ing to the experts
